ONLY EIGHT INCHES OFF 


Chief Nicholson Takes the Stand. 
Court Will 


Admit Testimony Eegarding Powder Marks, 


Experts, a Pinkerton Man, State Officer 


and Medical Examiners Testify 


Court Adjourns Today 


The second day of the Fosburgh trial 
has so far produced few surprises, 
the morning session being 
occupied 


largely with the identification of bul- 
lets and revolvers and testimony in 
regard to bullets. An expert on fire 
arms identified the flattened bullet 
that was shown him as from a 32 
calibre center fire Smith and Wesson 
cartridge. He also identified the car 
tridges which were shown him and 
which" were of the kind bought by 
Eobert S. Fosburgh as of the same 
make and calibre. 


Medical Examiner Paddock finished 


his testimony and several other wit- 
nesses were on the stand during the 
forenoon, inducing the hardware men 
who ordered and delivered R. S. Fos- 
burgh's revolver, a Pinkerton -detect- 
ive, 
state officer Whitney and Chief 


Nicholson. 


A ripp'e of interest swept over the 


"court room when Chief Nicholson took 
the stand, buil oiijy a, few questions 
were asked him In connection with the 
identification of bullets taken from the 
Fosburgh house and the state attor- 
neys said that it was to be under- 
stood that this was only a part of 
his testinvirny. 


State Detective Whitney's evidence 


included the repetition of stories told 
him by the defendant and by the lat- 
ters' brother, James. It Included the 
statement by Robert that the shot 
"fired by the burglar 
who escaped 


through the window was fired after 
the burglar had gone through the win 
dow onto the bs'c»ny. 
It Included 


the statement that tha Sower part 
of the screen in the window would 
raise only 11% inches, making it 36% 
inches from the floor. It included 
statement that the bullet which struck 
the comb box on the bureau had a 
downward course and it included the 
statement that the comb box was on 
a bureau which was three feet from 
the floor. 


It has been stated by Robert Stew- 


art Fosburgh that the bullet which 
was fired by -the burglar at the win- 
dow was fired just as the burglar 
started through window and before 
he had gone through. 
Officer Whit- 


ney's statement of the story as told 
here vas new in this respect. 


Mr. Whitney also told of an offer

Will Admit Te»tlmonr

state should prove it competent by 
showing that Miss Fosburgh was shot 
by a revolver and with cartridges like 
those with which the tests w»re made.

A telegram was received by President 


Shaffer ttvoi the men In the morning 
asking If they should strike. 
Presi- 


dent Shaffer answered, telling the men 
not to conic out nnless they were or- 
ganized. Tn the afternoon another tele- 
gram was received, nsklng that an or- 
f ftBicer he sent to them at once. 


Vice President Plerca started for 


Duncangville last evening to complete 
the organization. The Duncansvlllo 
'plant Is the last of the boop plants to 
remain at work, and the Amalgamated 
association officials say If they are snc- 
cesaful in closing this plant they will be 
masters of the situation, as far as the 
Steel Hoop company is concerned, at 
least 


The action of the Ohio board of arbi- 


tration in offering to bring about a set- 
tlement of the strike created some talk 
t» steel circles. 
M. M. Garland, for- 


mer president of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation, and at present collector of 
the port, said that be did not consider 
the action of the Ohio board ns unusual, 
bat rather the carrying out of their dn- 
tles as such a body. 


In the Immediate vicinity of Pittsburg 


the evident intention of the company 
to attempt the reopening of the De 
M'ees Wood plant at McKeesport is 
the only incident so far calculated to 
cause uneasiness. The men claim to be 
confident that enough men cannot bp 
secured to operate the mill, and say no 
opposition will be made to any who may 
wish to go in. The police authorities, 
however, have taken every preeaut'sn. 


The present center of the trotttiJw 


teems to be at Wellsvllle, O., where a 
public mass meeting was held yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of presenting 
both sides of the controversy to the men 
and citizens generally. The entire dis- 
trict contributed attendants at the meet- 
ing, and a number of speeches were 
made, the principal one being thnt of 
President Shaffer of the Amalgamated 
association. 
Another meeting will be 


held today. 


In spite of the denials of the Amal- 


gamated people t&at the mills at Wells- 
ville could be started up, dispatches 
from that place report at least a par- 
tial resumption. In the very large mill, 
one of the strongest non-union places 
on the map, which the Amalgamated 
association had succeeded in closing. 


Persifier F. Smith, general manager 


of the Sheet Steel trust, made a raid 
and tried to recapture the mill* Mr. 
Smith talked to the men, and thought 
he had persuaded them to renounce the 
new union and retorn to work. An ef- 
fort was made to start the mill, but It 
was only a partial success.

standing this, St is reported that Mr. 
Smith will make an effort to complete 
the mill crew with non-union men 
brought from outside. President Shaf- 
fer and three other members of the com- 
mittee are endeavoring to bring the 
.wavering forces over to their side. 


A dispatch from Monessen says tha'. 


In spite of all efforts to the contrary . 
the tin mill there is still running, and, 
as far as present appearances indicate, 
It promises not to be affected In the 
•lightest way by the strike.

A Long Island man who was show- 


ing a friend a couple of hunting dogs at 
his place the other day looked up as he 
heard tbe sound of approaching wheels. 
"Here's the bread man," he remarked, 
and as his friend gazed in surprise at the 
open cart laden with bulging sacks, think- 
ing it tbe strangest baker's outfit he had 
yet seen, tho owner of the dogs bought a 
barrel of the merchant's .stuff. 


"It's for tbe dogs, you know," he ex- 


plained as tbe wagon drove off. "Broken 
up and mixed with other things it makes 
good food for them. That man does very 
well with his stale bread business. He 
buys the bread at a low price in the city 
when it is too old to sell to customers 
there. But it hasn't reached the dog 
food stage then by any means.

first retails it as long as he can to tht 
Italians who work on the roads and do all 
the bard labor hereabouts. I believe 
they wash Jt down with beer of about 
the same state of freshness. Well, when 
the bread gets so stale that even the Ital- 
ians can't eat it it is ready to be peddled 
around among- the villages in the neigh- 
borhood. Tbe farmers buy it to feed 
their pigs and chickens, and a good many 
people use it, as I do, for their dogs, so 
there is no loss or waste to cut down the 
dealer's profit."—New York Tribune. 


The Bo*e> of «»e Conqueror. 


A splendid monument brilliant with 


gems and gold was erected by William 
Rujfus over the ashes of his father, but 
in tho Huguenot wars of tho sixteenth 
century the Abbey of St. Stephen wa» 
plundered and partly destroyed, the 
•brine was wrecked, and tbe bones of tbe 
Conqueror were scattered about tbe 
church, A tiigh bone of such size as to 
Indicate a man of great stature was sav- 
ed and placed in a new tomb when the 
church was restored in 1642. About a 
century later this second tomb was re- 
moved to another Bart of tho choir, and 
in 1793, during tke ruthless days of the 
terror, it, too, was rifled, and the last 
relic of "the famous baron" disappeared. 
Tbe slab of bleck marble alone remains 
to mark tbe spot so tragically associated 
with the memory of Gulielmus Con- 
qoestor.—Good Words.

&ut the Judge's order will be wllllnsr- 
ly obeyed by all newspapers having a. 
right to claim respectablllty^ltisuithe 
interest -rf justice and Its complete en- 
forcement will give idea! conditions £o; 

It is not right 
that any matter, prejudicial In char- 
acter, should reach, the members of 
the jury while the trial is in progress,

JONES IN CONTETlPt 


, Speaking of contempt 
of 
court, 


^'Golden Rule" Jones, mayor of To- 
ledo, Ohio, had a. deserved rebuke ad- 
ministered to him the 
other 
day. 


Jones helped himself to a seat "with- 
in th« rail" In a Toledo police court, 
and a prisoner accused of some com- 
mon offense was ushered in the pres- 
ence of the justice. Jones jumped up 
and asked the prisoner to show 
his 


hands, inquiring, "Have you a bank 
account?" The justice politely asked 
Jones 
the meaning of hla remarks 


and the "golden rule" person replied 
that their meaning was obvious. 
At 


this point Jones started to go, but the 
Justice commanded *iim to stop, tell- 
ing him that he had something to say. 
Jones was not in the stopping mood. 
B* w*n* on, but the justice would not 
be beaten that way and sent a oolice- 
bn.n after the fleeing golden 
rule. 


When Jones was placed where 
the 


'prisoner had been the justice disre- 
garded his beatific smiles and deliv- 
ered 
liim a brief but sharp lecture 


for Insulting the court and ordered 
him to pay a fine of $5 which he did. 
Further, the justice sent Jones word 
that the next time he visited the court 
room he should take a seaf in the 
space reserved for snectators. 


Evidently maintaining silence would 


have been a golden rule for Jones to 
have observed on this occasion. The 
court served him right for his cheap 


remarks.

Where it 
Is at all y'osslble for a denomination 
to live It maintains its establihment 
and is to be aplauded for so doing. 
But there are many instances where 
the desire 
for Christian fellowship 


and public worship cause denomina- 
tionflism to be laid aside far the mo- 
ment, but by no means cause it to be 
discarded. "Union" churches in sniAn 
communities are by no means un- 
heard of. Probably an examination of 
the facts Would sS0W that It is to de- 
nominational loyalty so many small 
communities owe the presence of a 
church. A number of a certain de- 
nominatio"n in a village forms a nu- 
cleus for a church, the church Is es- 
tablished and adherents of other de- 
nominations' contribute to the support 
and congregations of the new church. 
The loyalty to denomination that 
forces this initiative is not a bad 
thing to nave about 


Men in the country are not made 


on a different plan from men of the 
city, and If the men of the city bt>ld 
to den&minat'onalism because of a 
preference arising from their views the 
men of the country will probably con-< 
tinue to do the same.

One of the most pathetic and nobly 


phrased speeches ever spoken in Con- 
gress was that which the Hon. Charles 
Arnette Towne of Minnesota, delivered 
in the House 'of Representatives on 
Febuary 8, 1896. He was" parting com- 
pany with the republican party on ac- 
count of the silver i£6u4', and he was 
leaving his otherwise belovea 
part"' 


because, as he explainea then and af- 
terward, he the Hon Charles Arnette 
Towne ,had "never found it possible 
to compromise a principle." 
It was in that speech that Mr. Towne 
exclaimed, in language which Bryan 
imitated later: 


"The burden of the gold standard 


on the world could be measured only 
.n Vood, sweat and tears." 


It was in that same speech that Mr. 


Towne recorded this pledge, and ut- 
tered this prophecy. 


'I warn gentlemen on th 3 floor- 


not as a. prophet, but as ons who has 
always lived near to the people and 
t»y the grace of God means to continue 
near the people—our duty must not oe 
neglected. I ''ell you I know wnat the 
people are thinking and what they aie 
feeling of this year of grace 1S96. They 
know that the constricting gold stand- 
ard is existing by the permission, and 
growinr a' the cost of ^ha manhood 
and the enterprise of the universe, 
and that the time will ctome when a 
stop must be put to it." 


Yesterday the same Charles Arnette 


Towne, as the promoter and presi- 
dent of a company capitalized at $1,- 
000,000 and now- engaged In an pffiort 
to measure the gold standard not in 
blood or sweat or tears but In Texas 
oil, was reported as uttering these 
lynical remarks on the political fu- 
ture: 


"Free silver as an issue la absolute, 


y dead In the west. I do not believe 
t will be mentioned in the democratic 
platform <or campaign of 1904. 
The 


feelinfe- among uemocrats In toe west 
is that they want to win and they do 
not care a rap what kind' of a plat- 
form they, have so long as it brings 
them, victory." 


And Mr. Towne is reported as con- 


tinuing with this philosophical obser- 
vation on standards of value: 


"Whi'e the supply of gold continues 


to increase as it has been increasing 
lately there can be no serious or suc- 
cessful demand for free sliver." 


We do not put Mr. Towne's predic- 


tions and pledges and noble sentiments 
of four) years ago alongside hia tran- 
quil and complacent observations of 
today for the purpose of making him 
feel uncomfortable. We merely want 
to inquire whether he was a humbug 
then or is a recreant now.—New York 
Sun,

the body lay were mussed as if they 
had been occupied. 


Two girls sat on the bed in the room 


with the body, their arms about each 
other. 
One was Beatrice Fosburgh. 


He wasn't sure who the other was. 
Both were fully dressed. 


What tbe Defendant Said 


Dr. Paddock talked with Robert S. 


Fosburgh, the defendant, soon after 
his arrival at 
the 
house. 
Robert 


showed the doctor the bruises on his 
hand and neck, eaying that he sup- 
posed his head had been struck by a 
sandbag. 
Robert told Dr. Paddock 


his story of the affair about as fol- 
lows: He said that he and his wife 
had been sleeping in the front part 
of the house; that they had heard a 
noise in the part of the house Occu- 
pied by the others and that he had 
started for the place. As he went Into 
hi« sister's room, he said a pistol shot 
was fired. It was dark In the room.

drical form, which gives tbe increased 
strength. The boiler is of corrugated 
iron, 04 inches in diameter and 11 feet 
2^4 inches in length. It is placed eccen- 
trically in the back of tbe boiler shell. 
The boiler is of tbe multitubular kind. 


The Milwaukee road has recently 


adopted a new scheme for loading rails 
on cars, says the Milwaukee Sentinel. 
Tbe plan was devised by Eoadmaster 
Edward Laas, stationed at Elgin, Ills., 
wbo had long known, as do all other 
railway men wbo have charge of the 
handling of rails, the need of a new, 
speedy and economical way of handling 
them. Under the old system to handle 
a rail and load it on a car from the 
ground required a gang of men large 
enough to pick up tbe beavy rail and 
throw It upon the cor sidewise. This 
required as many men as could stand 
shoulder to shoulder and get their 
hands on the rail. It was hard and 
heavy work, even with open flat cars, 
but when gondola or, as was some- 
times the case, bos cars were used it 
was a laborious, slow and, expensive 
system.

Their Lome Sea*on of Darknei*. 
A member of one of the former expedi- 


tions to Greenland tells of a curious tra- 
dition of the Eskimos to account for the 
lonsr arctic night aud its intense cold. 


"There was a time," they say, 'long 


generations ago, when the sna never set 
on the regions of the north and when the 
strands along the sea were for»er hidden 
with mantles of living green. 


"Hence it was that peace and plenty 


fell to the lot of this people and sorrow 
was unknown among them. But one day 
a strange thing caine to pass. As the 
people were resting and feasting among 
the trees, as was their custom throughout 
their wakeful hours, a beautiful canoe, as 
white as ivory, was seen drifting silently 
toward the shore from, the direction of 
the castle where dwelt the spirit of the 
winds.

Jobn Lewis Cbilds, the" seedman of 


Floral Park, N. T., wlio purchased the 
Jean Bell collection of eggs in Phila- 
delphia, intends to add it to bis own 
collection, which will give him what Is 
supposed to be tbe most complete col- 
lection of native North American birds' 
eggs in the world, says the New York 
post The collection will number be- 
tween 80,000 and 35,000 eggs, ranging 
in size and value from that of the great 
auk to the. common crow. With the 
collection of eggs cornea about 400 
nests of tbe rarest birds.

BOWIE AND HIS KNIFE 


HE CALLED IT THE WEAPON THAT 


NEVER MiSS'r.D FIRE* 


It W«* Made of an Old Steel File «nfl 


WM« Sharpened to a Razor Edgre. 
•With It He Killed Sixteen Men—The 
Duel With Korria Wrisbt. 
James Bowie, famous by reason of the 


World renowned knife called by his name, 
*ras born in Bnrke county, Ga., in 1790. 
In 71802 bis father emigrated to Louisi- 
ana.- "-That country -was' then still under 
French domination. 
There had been 


large tracts of land- granted by the 
French crovm in the territory named for 
Louis XIV, and one of these, in the par- 
ish of Catflliovla, ^vcs acquired by th« 
.elder Bowie. He was a man of sub- 
stance, own ins nearly 100 slaves. He 
noon had his estate opened out and was 
growing superb crops of cotton and corn. 
His son James he sent first to a famoni 
private school at Natchez, Miss., and aft- 
erward to the Jesuit college, then locat- 
ed in New Orleans. 


James Powie in 1827 was challenged to 


a duel with Norris Wright. The pocket 
pistols of that day were uncertain. 
It 


was long before the percussion cap had 
been brought into common use, and the 
flintlock arm was the only firearm known. 
It was liable to miss fire just when it 
ought not< to. Bowie determined to rely 
upon a knife he had caused to be made 
for just sncb <a contingency. 
He bad 


taken a 14 inch file, such as was then 
used to sharpen crosscut saws and the 
upright saws used for turning out planks 
from logs. He had the file marks care- 
fully ground off the file and the smooth 
piece of steel skillfully .reduced by the 
grindstone until it was about the thick- 
ness and weight be desired. Then he 
took it to a Spaniard in New Orleans 
known as "'Pedro, the Skilled cutler," a 
man who bad learned his art in Toledo, 
where the Snect sword blades in all Spain 
were forged. He tempered and finished 
the knife, fitted it with a crosspiece and 
baft When it was done, James Bowie 
bad a weapon "fit to fight for a man's life 
With," as he said to Governor Wells. It 
was beautifully balanced, and the artist 
had hollow ground it like a razor, with 
a double edge for three or four inches 
from the point 


The knife was fitted with a wooden 


scabbard, covered with leather, and was 
sharp enough to shave the hair off the 
back of one's hand. This was the orig- 
inal bowie knife, though it was some- 
what modified subsequently in shape. 


Natchez Island, where the fight was to 


be, was midway between the Louisiana 
and Mississippi shores of the great Fa- 
ther ot Waters. Therefore H was a fa- 
vorite meeting place for gentlemen who 
bad to adjust affairs that might 'have a 
fatal ending, as the authorities of neither 
atate could interfere. 


It was understood that each of the 


principals should bare but one friend, 
and certainly not more than two, on the 
ground. Bnt Mr. Wright had five or six 
present. The fight began with pistols. 
One of Bowie's mined fire, while both of 
.Wright's took effect upon bis antagonist. 


Thinking he bad Bowie at bi* mercy, 


Norris Wright sprang upon him. In a 
moment Bowie bad drawn his deadly 
knife, and, though ttco or three of 
Wright's friends were shooting at him, 
•nd hitting him, too, Bowie made one 
awfnl *l»»h at Wright'a neck. The keen 
steel hit Into the very neckbone. Th« 
blood shot oat over Bowie, and Norm 
Wright wa* dead Baton h« .touched UM 
fround. 


SerioQfly wounded himself. It was for 


•oroe tin* a very doubtful question 
whether or not he would ever get well. 
But youtb, a temperate life and an ex- 
cellent constitution finally brought him 
around, and in a year from that time he 
kllM General Grain with the same knifa 
b« bad nsed In hi* first encounter. "The 
%nlfe doesn't mlw fire," he said to an In- 
Jlmnte friend, Mr. Bynnn of the parish 
of Rapides. "The pistol doe»,7 


Jtmes Bowie was engaged In the pnr- 


caa«e and contest of ctaliut for treat 
tracts of land that had been grant* made 
>y the French crown. When Louisiana 
*•• ceded to the United Rtnrcs and finnl- 
1 iy'kecame a state, there was a good deal 
of trouble on tbU vJ**yct over some of 
' tne title* to land aloapite Red river and 
It* n&atAidM 
A cum. Aftwt. bad to fight 


for his plantation, as frequently be would 
not give it up to somebody with an old 
French or Spanish grant 
It was in 


these contests that James Bowie did the 
most of his killing. He bad 16 lives on 
liis bands from the use of that one 
tnife. After much consideration he had 
made a knife that has been the model 
and paitern for all the real bowie knives 
that ever bad the sanction of their orig- 
inator. 


In 1835 Colonel Bowie sold bis Lou- 


isiana property and went to Texas. The 
Lone Star State was in the throes of a 
bloody revolution. The gallant resistance 
of the Texans so exasperated General 
Santa Anna; who was chief in command 
of the Mexican forces, that be swore he 
would tnke no more prisoners. When 
Bowie arrived in Texas, he was at once 
made a colonel of riflemen in the army of 
Texas. 


In January, 1830. Colonel Bowie was 


ordered to Son Antonio de Besar to as- 
sist in holding that place against Santa 
Anna's coming forces. The siege ran 
along until March, when San Antonio, 
trusting in the pledged word of honor of 
Santa Anna, with a starved out garrison, 
surrendered. A general massacre took 
place. Travis, Crockett and Bowie were 
murdered in cold blood, a stain on Gen- 
eral Santn Anna's memory that time can 
never blot out. Colonel Bowie was bad- 
ly wounded tbree times and was in a 
room of the main work of the place called 
the Alamo. He opposed tbe surrender m* 
long as was possible. 


He was lying on bis bed when he heard 


tbe triumphant Mexicans coming in. It 


v.wns the first bint be bad had of the sur- 


r&nder. He knew his life was ended. Ha 
could, however, move about a little. The 
instant the Mexicans came Into the room 
they began shooting at him. He grasped 
his knife and leaped among them like an 
enraged tiger. And when the firing end- 
ed six of his enemies bad crossed the 
Styx with James Bowie and gone with 
him to the shades.—Washington Post

GAtN IN UR3AN POPULATION. 


ot People Urine Ia 


Town* !• Growing. 


The census office at Washington, Is- 


sued a bulletin the other day concern- 
Ing the urban population of the coun- 
try. It shows that 28.411.C08 people in 
the United States live In cities and 
towns of over 4,000 population. This is 
87.3 per cent of the entire population, a 
gain of almost 5 per cent since the cen- 
sus of 1890, when the percentage was 
82.9. 


Compared with the returns of 1880, 


the report shows a gain In nrban popu- 
lation of more than a third in percent- 
age and of considerably more than dou- 
ble in actual numbers. There were in 
1880 580 places of more than 4,000 per- 
sons, with an aggregate population of 
12,036,110, or 23.8 pec cent of the then 
population. 


About one-half of the urban popula- 


tion of 1900 was contained in cities of 
over 100,000 people. There were 38 of 
those cities, with a combined popula- 
tion of 14,208.847. There are now 1,158 
places of over 4,000 people in the coun- 
try as against 890 in 1896. 


The population of the District of Co- 


lumbia is regarded as urban. In tho 
other states and territories the percent- 
age of people living in cities and towns 
as compared with the entire population 
of tho places ranges from 01. G In Rhode 
Island to 2.5 in Indian Territory. The 
states having the largest urban popula- 
tion after Rhode Island are: Massachu- 
setts, 86.9; New York, 71.2; New Jer- 
sey; C7.5; Connecticut, 65.5; Pennsylva- 
nia, 51.1; Illinois, 51; California, 48.9; 
Maryland, 4S.2; New Hampshire, 46.7; 
Ohio, 44,8; Delaware. 41.4; Colorado. 
41.2. and Michigan, 37.2.

Escaped Prisoner Returned to Jail. 


Exciting Incident en the Way Home. 


Williams Attempted to Escape 


From Car Window 


"Trusty"' John M. Williams of this 


city, who escaped Iroto the Plttsfleld 
jail June 23. was captured last ni&ht 
at Plttstown, N. Y., by Chief o£ Po- 
lice-DJneen of this city who arrivel 
home with him early thi^ morning. 
The chief took the man to pittsiretd 
this noon and restored him to the keep 
ing of Sheriff Fuller. 


The sto-y of the escape has been 


published in thia paper and will be 
readily recalled. "Williams was treat- 
ed as a trusty prisoner; that is, one 
who instead of being closely confined 
is allowed to do certain work about 
the jail premises under the supposi- 
tion that he will not take advantage 
of his liberty by attempting to escape. 
These are usually men serving short 
sentences, and who cannot well afford 
to take any chances of adding to the 
length of. their terms. Williams was 
sent from this city for six months for 
asaulting his father-in-law and family 
and had served 20 days when he took 
a notion 
that he 
could do better, 


and left the institution. 
As soon a= 


he was missed Sheriff Fuller sent no- 
tices In all directions and offered a 
reward of $50 for his capture. Since 
that time men have been on the look 
out for him al1 through, this region 
Jind for <gorn<a Ifrne Jt was^jbeiievpd 
he was in hiding in the northern part 
of Hancock a few miles .from, south 
WilUamstown. This was a mistake, as 
Williams has been in New York state 
most, of the time since his escape. 


Chief Dineen ba^ made n° noise 


about the matter, but has been bus 
ily at work on the case all the time, 
and has done an excellent piece of 
woik. He succeeded in locating- the 
man in New York state, where he 
went under the name of John M Euss 
sell. The tactics of a detective \.as 
employed With the result that WH 
hams understood that his wife was 
to meet him last night, leading this 
city on the .8 oclock train. Instead of 
this, Chief Dineen left on the 5 o'clock 
train, reaching the territory in which 
he was to operate and had everything 
all ready for the meeting when the 
hour arrived. Secreting himself near 
the depot, he awaited the approac 
of "Trusty," who showed up in good 
form just before the train was due. 
He was greatly surprised to meet the 
chief instead of his wife, and was at 
first inclined to make some resist- 
ance, but he quickly concluded that 
discretion was the better part of val- 
or and quietly surrendered. He had 
been working for a Pitstown farmer 
named Sherman, -^th whos^ horse 
and wagon he had driven, to the sta- 
tion to meet his wife. The horse was 
h tched some distance away and Chief 
Diiieen placed the rig in tjhie keep- 
ing of a man who lived there. With 
his prisoner he took a 
train that 


reached thia city at 2 o'clock this 
morning and Williams was lodged in 
a cell. 


The chief had an exciting experience 


with the prisoner on the way home. 
While on the train Williams asked to 
be allowed to go to ihef water close?. 
His request was granted and one of 
his uris*s was released 
from 
th= 


handcuffs. 
The cnelf remained nos^r 


the door ana while ha noticed nothing 
of a 
suspicious character something 


prompted him to 
investigate in a 


very short time aftci the man had 
closed ihe door. A.id The investiga- 
tion was made none too soon. When 
the door was openFd it ivas found that 
"Trusty" had raised the window and 
got his body out, and his head and 
shoulders being the only part of him 
in the car. The train was running at 
a 
high rate of speed but in spite o£ 


this Williams would have dropped '11 
a rnintfte more. 
The chief 
grabbed 


him at the same timo emitting a yel! 
that brought 
the conductor 
to the 


scene. "Stop the train" shouted ihc 
officer as the conductor appeared and 
the latter lost n.o time in doing so. 
The rumpus had cr<ja,ted some excite 
ment in the car and a brakeman s°on 
joined :he officer anci conductor. He 
caught hold of 
the man with Chief 


Dinneen and 
before the train 
had 


come to a standstill the prisoner was 
yanked through the window ana land- 
ed on the floor. The handcuffs werd 
replaced and he waj brought to th« 
end of the journey without Incident. 
Williams was not injured though ha 
would probably have lost his life if 
he had dropped from the train as he 
intended. 
U was aJso fortunate for 


him that his body did not' come ii, 
contact with a bridge or something 
else an he was hanging from the win- 
dow. 


Chief Dinneen was much gratified 


by his success in landing his man, a<- 
he had reason to be and his services 
will be greatly appreciated by Sheriff 
Fuller. 
U was a good piece of work 


and of fhe kind the nubile has learned 
to expect from the North Adams polics 
force. 
On account of his being an 


officer 
fhe reward will come to the 


city 
'nstead of going to Chief Din- 


een. 


Williams was indicted by the grand- 


jury 
for escaping from Jail and tot 


this offense he will )n all Probability 
receive a much longer sentence than 
the one which he look the respon- 
sibility to shorten.

Mrs. Hannah Norman, wife of Wil- 


liam Norman, Sr., of 17 Pearl street, 
Adams, ended her ife early this morn- 
ing by taking a large dose of pari» 
green Thursday night. She is believed 
to have been mentally deranged and 
the dose was taken with euicldal in- 
tent. 
Two doctors 
attended her, 


shortly after she took the poison, but 
she was beyond recovery and although 
all that inediual skill could do, was 
done for her. still she died about six 
hours after taking, the poison. 


Mrs. Norman was about 58 years 


old and had' Worked with her hus- 
band in the L. L,. Brown paper com- 
pany's upgf^r mill 
on 
Commercial 


street, where he has charge of the 
manufacturing of the handmade pa- 
per. 
Wednesday and Thursday Bhe 


complained of a severe headache an 
was very irritable and she slapped 
an employe in the face and threw a 
dipper of water ton her husband. NO 
particular attention was paid to her 
because of this, however, for her hus- 
band knew she was afflicted mentally. 


Thursday evening after work she 


went home and as usual the family 
ate supper and all was apparently 
well. 
Mr. Norman about 9 o'clock 


sat on his doorstep smoking when his 
wife said she guessed she would bathe 
her feet because they ached. She re- 
tired to a back kitchen and a short 
time afterward spoke to 
her hus- 


band and said, "Good bye. Will." Mr. 
•Norman answered her and thought 
she was going to retire. 
Soon 
he 


heard a choking sound and she called 
him and asked if he wbuld send for 
Walter, her eldest son who is in Wa- 
tertown, N. Y., as it was "all over." 
It was then that Mr. Norman noticed 
his wife was pale and going to the 
back kitchen he found a pint box of 
Paris green, which was'to have been 
used In his garden, half emptied. She 
had taken half the contents of the 
box in a glass of water. 


Mr. Norman hastily summoned Dr. 


A .K. Boardman, who administered 
(imeticn and he aldo summoned D 
J. J. Mahady to assist him. The most 
powerful emetics and antidotes were 
given the unfortunate 
woman 
and 


they acted, but she was beyond re- 
covery and she died at about 3 oclock 
this morning. 


Mrs. Norman was bom in Wales, 


'and was flftyelgh* yearte'cld. 
Her 


maiden name was Williams. It was 
38 years ago that she married Mr. 
Norman in England and in 1880 they 
moved to this country and have since 
resided in Adams. She was an ener- 
getic woman, a faithful attendant of 
St. Isiark's Episcopal churcn, ana es- 
teemed by all who knew ner. That 
she should meet with, so unfortunate 
and untimely a death is a sad shock 
to her bereaved relatives and friends. 
The family have the sincere sympathy 
of the townspeople.

bugs" io ba sent to Prof. Lonsbury 
at Cape Colony, South Africa, who 
was a graduate of the state agricul- 
tural institution at Amherst, and is 
now 
entomologist 
at 
Cape Colony. 


Prof. L/ons' ury is to use the bugs to 
destroy insec.s which are working 
great havoc to the crops in the coun- 
try. 
Mr. Tobey is now in Albany, at 


the state agricultural department, to 
learn in which section of the state 
they are most plentiful, a.nd will after- 
ward visit the market 
gardens 
on 


Long Island, where it is*sald they are 
quite plentiful, in sections whore peas 
are raised. Children will be employed 
in picking them at so much a hun- 
dred. In some sections they are very 
plentiful, especially in some of the 
western states,
